PROPOSED RAILROAD LEGISLATION. 


The practical conclusions reached by the 
majority of the Hepburn Investigating Com- 
mittee are distinctly shown by ‘the pur- 
poses of-the bills which accompany’ the 
report. How far the provisions of these 
measures fulfill the. expectations raised. by 
the general statement of their objects, is'a 
question hereafter to be considered. . It is 
evident, however, that the controlling forces 
of the committee are in harmony with public 
sentiment .as regards both the nature of: 
existing evils:end the general character of 
the remedies tobe applied. ‘The members 
do not aceept the doctrine of the Failroad 
lawyer, that the Legislature has nothing to 
do with corporate management; nor are 
they deterred by the difficulties of’ the task 
from an attempt to give effect to demands, 
in themselves eminently just, but as obyi- 
ously unpalatable tothe railroad power. 

Wisely dividing their propositions. into a 
series of measures, each independent of the 
othérs though desirable for the preservation 
of their general effectiveness, the commit- 
tee give the Legislature-an. opportunity, of 
postponing or rejecting part: without’ en- 
dangering the entire project of »reform. 
First in importance is the bill regulating 
freight rates, with the view of stopping the 
discriminations, and the. secret arrange- 
ments, of whi¢h-the business communities 
have rightfully ‘complained. Of the main 
facts connected with this branch of the in- 
quiry, the testimony published during ‘its 
‘progress furnished ample proof. ‘ Favorit- 
ism and injustice, involving loss and 
hardship to individuals and localities, were 
shown to be a practice so well established 
that nothing bat the enactmentof. a strin- 
gent law can prevent its continuance. The 
companies, indeed, resent, the . interference 
as at variance with their rights and in ‘con- 
fli¢t’ with ‘their interests ;- but’ the publie 
sense of justice, which is outraged by ca- 
pricious and, possibly, corrupt favoritism, 
revolts agaihst a pretension that would 


make possessors of chartered privileges the 


absolute and irresponsible masters.of. the 
situation. . Unaided ‘by’ national: legisla 
tion, what the State can do will necessarily 
‘be imperfect ; but to the extent of its au- 
thority the State cannot too. sooh actin thé

Some provision of this sort, modeled after 
the Iowa plan, seems requisite, or the tedi- 
ousness and ‘cost. of litigation ‘will inure 
beneficially to the companies whenever 
dispites arise in the ‘transaction .of their 
business. . The commission should. be a 
guarantee against this chance of injustice;

THE INFLATIONISTS AT SRA. 


The dehate in the House on what. has 
been ‘generally described asthe Buckner 
bill, requiring the ‘national banks to keep in 
gold or silver coins of the United States one- 
half the reserve fund now required by 
law, came to an end yesterday by a vote of 
T9 in favor of the dill to “168. against it. 
The result and the. speeches by which it 
was preceded show a ‘considerable’ de- 
moralization in ‘the . ranks. of the 
inflationists.

Neither is 
an extreme inflationist, ‘but both have 
been regarded as in sympathy with 
the -Greenback ‘ideas; “and, Mr.  Prrog- 
distinguished himself. at the opening 
of the present session by the introduction 
of a '*‘ let-well-enough-alone ” resolution. 
It was generally supposed that, the bill of 
the committee would command the support 
ofthe paper-money men in the House, and 
that its purpose’was to force banks to take 
silver dollars from the Treasury to forms 
part of the ooin reserve provided 
for.

This will be a slow 
and costly operation, and, as the locks will 
be only twenty-five feet long, they cannot 
agcommodate thé larger-sized. cat-boats 
which are ‘rapidly monopolizing. the: fish 
commerce of Massachusetts and Connecti- 
cut. The idea of digging a canal just for 
the purpose of taking ¢at-boats through a 
mill-pond is. simply absurd, in Mr.’ Magin- 
nis’s estimation.
